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REGIONAL  DOOJVIENT  DELIVERlT  StTSTEM:  A SU^^Rir  REPORT  OF  EIGHT 

YEARS 

During  the  last  eight  years  an  increasing  number  of  land-grant 
university  libraries  has  participated  with  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Agriculture  (USDA)  and  the  National  Agricultural  Library  to 
provide  dociments  and  photocopies  of  articles  to  USDA  personnel 
and  libraries  in  their  respective  states  and  regions.  Primary 
users  of  the  system  continue  to  be  the  personnel  of  the  Agricul- 
tural Research  Service  and  the  Forest  Service,  although  there  is 
increasing  usage  from  employees  of  the  Soil  Conservation  Service. 
Thirty  states  are  covered  through  twenty-nine  land-grant  librar- 
ies, of  which  six  serve  as  regional  coordinating  libraries. 


The  basic  structure  and  service  methods  of  the  delivery  system 


have  remained  unchanged  since  its  inception: 

— USDA  personnel  and  libraries  in  the  states  send  their 

document  requests  to  the  major  land-grant  university  library 
of  that  state. 

— Requests  are  filled  by  the  state  land-grant  library 

whenever  possible  with  photocopies,  microforms,  or  the  loan 
of  a hardcopy  volume  sent  directly  to  the  requestor. 

— Requests  not  filled  at  the  state  land-grant  library  are  then 
sent  to  the  regional  coordinating  library  where  they  are 
f i I I ed  if  po  s s ib  I e. 

— Requests  not  filled  within  a region  by  the  above  two  stops 
are  referred  to  the  National  Agricultural  Library  for 
c omp I e t i o n . 

Between  1974  and  1981  there  has  been  a 20%  yearly  average 
increase  in  the  number  of  requests  received.  This  was  due  to 
growth  in  the  number  of  states  participating  (from  seven  to 
thirty),  widespread  implementation  of  the  Current  Awareness 
Literature  Service  which  resulted  in  more  document  requests,  and 
word-of-mouth  publicity.  Completion  rates  have  ranged  from  71% 
to  78%  per  year. 

Costs  per  unit  are  of  great  significance  to  the  National  Agricul- 
tural Library.  Costs  on  the  basis  of  total  requests  received  at 
the  land-grants  have  stayed  consistently  low,  ranging  from  $2.36 
to  a high  of  $2.95.  Inflation  for  the  U.S.  has  exceeded  30%  for 
the  1976-1981  period.  The  per  unit  cost  based  on  items  completed 
was  about  the  same  during  1981  as  it  was  the  first  year  of 
operation,  a most  remarkable  achievement.

Several  factors  can  cause  these  costs  to  change  greatly  from  year 
to  year,  such  as  a surge  of  work  at  a state  land-grant  library 
where  costs  might  be  quite  different  from  the  regional,  changes 
in  photocopy  and  service  fees  and  increases  in  the  percent  of 
items  verified,  a new  overhead  rate  at  the  regional  land-grant 
university,  and  inflation.  However,  unit  costs  have  stayed 
remarkably  stable  since  the  beginning  of  the  system.  This  Is 
partly  attributable  to  improved  handling  of  increased  volume,  of 
course.  Overhead  or  indirect  costs  have  not  been  charged  at  two 
of  the  regional  centers  for  two  years,  thereby  keeping  costs  to 
NAL  down.  (Overhead  at  the  other  four  ranges  from  12.5%  to 
26.5%.)  Also,  one  of  the  states  (Florida)  provides  its  document 
services  without  charge,  in  return  for  the  Current  Awareness 
Literature  Service  provided  in  that  state. 

State  institutions  which  cannot  fill  a specific  request  transfer 
it  to  the  regional  coordinating  institution  for  action.  Regional 
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coordinating  libraries  have  been  able  to  fill  between  25-50%  of 
all  requests  referred  to  them.  Seventeen  land-grant  libraries, 
including  the  regional  libraries,  received  over  1 ,000  requests 
each  in  1981.  In  addition  to  the  regionals,  those  individual 
states  receiving  the  greatest  number  of  requests  and  providing 
the  most  active  delivery  are:

Current  data  from  land-grant  libraries  along  with  random 
samplings  of  scientists  show  that  nearly  82%  of  the  users 
received  materials  from  one  week  to  sixteen  days  after  submitting 
requests.  Better  service  results  when  document  requests  are 
filled  at  the  state  or  local  level.  The  ability  of  local 
institutions  to  deliver  substantial  nunt>ers  of  documents  or 
photocopies  without  delay  to  another  institution  is  vital  to  the 
regional  document  delivery  structure  and  service.  Institutions 
which  received  more  than  1,000  requests  in  1981  and  which 
completed  60%  or  more  of  these  requests  from  their  collections 
are  :

Many  potential  users  are  still  unaware  of  the  service  provided  by 
the  Regional  Document  Delivery  System.  This  is  inevitable  with 
changing  personnel  among  the  estimated  20,000  potential  customers 
and  in  situations  where  service  is  only  occasionally  needed.  In 
rare  instances,  NAL  encourages  by-passing  of  local  or  regional 
sources  when  practical  or  judicious.  For  example,  at  one  labor- 
atory, heavy  users  of  the  system  send  requests  for  publications 
in  Russian  or  other  exotic  languages  directly  to  NAL.  USDA 
agency  field  libraries  request  loan  of  doc umen ts  directly  when 
not  available  within  their  respective  regions.  Land-grant 
libraries  apply  to  the  appropriate  state  libraries  for  land-grant 
document  s. 

As  a cooperative  enterprise  the  Regional  Document  Delivery  System 
is  readily  influenced  by  economic,  social,  and  bureaucratic 
pressures.  There  is  continuing  pressure  to  increase  efficiency, 
understanding,  and  equity.  Several  changes  are  imminent  within 
the  system  as  a result  of  these  factors.

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PANELS  STUD/  NATIONAL  AGRICULTURAL 
LIBRAR/'S  ROLE,  STRUCTURE  IN  USDA 

A panel  representing  several  federal 
agencies  and  libraries  is  studying  the 
National  Agricultural  Library's  role 
and  organizational  placement  within  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture. 

"We  have  asked  the  panel  to  determine 
how  USDA' s organizational  structure 
influences  the  library's  performance 
and  to  make  r econrmendat  i on  s on  its  role 
in  the  USDA  information  system  and  in 
national  and  international  library 
information  systems,"  said  Richard  A. 
Farley,  Director  of  the  library. 

The  National  Agricultural  Library, 
which  has  one  of  the  largest  collec- 
tions on  agricultural  subjects  in  the 
free  world,  acquires,  stores  and 
disseminates  information  about 
agriculture  and  related  sciences  to 
scientists  and  researchers,  admini- 
strators and  managers,  farmers  and  the 
general  pub  lie. 

In  addition  to  providing  the  tradi- 
tional library  services  such  as  bibli- 
ographies, reference  service  and  doc- 
ument delivery,  the  library  is  using 
information  technology  to  serve  a wider 
aud  i ence. 

Farley  said  the  panel  will  consider 
internal,  external,  and  international 
users;  technology  utilization;  organi- 
ization  and  staffing;  mission  and  goals 
and  alternate  methods  of  funding  for 
t he  library. 

The  12-member  panel  is  chaired  by  Ray 
Kli-ne,  Deputy  Admi  n i stator  , General 
Services  Administration.  Other  merribers 
are  Martin  Cummings,  Director,  National 
Library  of  Medicine;  Joseph  H,  Howard, 
Assistant  Librarian,  Library  of  Con- 
gress; Joseph  Caponio,  Acting  Director, 
National  Technical  Information  Service;

Discussions  are  in  progress  with  the 
Land  Tenure  Center  Library  at  the 
University  of  Wisconsin  on  the  use  of 
AID  (Agency  for  International 
Development)  funds  from  NAL  to  automate 


the  retrospective  and  current  bibliographic 
files  of  the  Center.  The  Land  Tenure 
Center  Library  has  been  collecting 
materials  on  land  resources  in  developing 
countries  of  the  world  since  1962, 
particularly  unpublished  and  ephemeral 
materials.  The  collection  focuses  on  the 
socio-economic  aspects  of  agricultural 
development.  In-depth  coverage'  from  this 
point  of  view  is  not  readily  available 
through  other  channels,  including  AGRICOLA. 
The  Library's  holdings  to  date  total  53,000 
titles  including  40,000  monographs  and 
unpublished  reports,  and  320  current 
journal  subscriptions.

REMOTE  INPUT  OF  EXTENSION  DATA 

NAL  and  Iowa  State  University  have  devel- 
oped a procedure  for  transmitting  catalog- 
ing data  for  Extension  adult  publications 
over  telephone  lines  from  the  University 
Computer  Center  to  the  CDSD  (Communications 
Data  Systems  Division)  Prime  Computer  in 
the  NAL  building.  The  data  is  then  loaded 
into  Four-Phase  for  NAL  review  and  editing. 
The  edited  data  then  goes  into  the  regular 
processing  cycle.  This  process  reduces 
input  time  and  relieves  the  NAL  cataloging 
staff  from  keying  the  data  from  worksheets. 
NAL  views  this  project  as  a pilot  project 
which  could  be  expanded  to  allow  remote 
input  from  other  institutions.  This 
procedure  allows  for  faster  input  and  for 
online  data  review  and  update.
